The Bird and the Farmer 



We know very well that birds 
play an Important relation to agri- 
cultural interests, but there often 
seems a tendency to dwell on the 
harm that they do, rat her than the 
good. Whether a bird la regarded 
as injurious or beneficial depends 
almost entirely upon what it eats. 
If crows or blackbirds are seen in 
numbers about corn fields, it is not 

surprising that they are accused of 

doing harm ; but careful investiga- 
tion often shows that they are aetu 
ally destroying noxious insects. 

Within certain limits, birds feed 
upon the kind of food that is most 
accessible. Thus, as a rule, insect 
ivorous birds eat the Injects that are 

moat easily obtained, provided they 
do not have some particularly dis- 
agreeable property, 

The problem Of weed destruction 
is very important to agricultural in- 
terests. Fortunately, certain agents 

are at work to oheck this enemy, 

and perhaps the most efficient 
among them are the seed sating 
birds. Baofa fall and Winter these 
birds migrate in large Hooks to the 

different argicultural districts, and 

live upon the ripened seeds of weeds. 

Borne birds eat more or lei 

Seedf throughout the year, oven 
when Insects are more abundant ; 
but their good work practically 
tends from autumn until late 
spring. 

Sparrows arc the most abundant 
and widely distributed of the smaller 
birds inhabiting the rural districts 
of the United States, and they seem 

to be generally regarded with favor, 
but those who are well acquainted 

with the habits of the English spar- 
K)W know that i» drive- other 

native birds, and does much damage 
to grain and ft alt, and has also been 
suspected of injuring other crops. 

Entomologists have eatimated 

that insects yearly cause a loss of 
Upwardaof seven hundred million 

dollars to the agricultural interest* 

of the United States. Were it not 
for our birds, the loss would be 
much greater ; and indeed, it is be- 
lieved that Without the aid of our 
feat bored friends, successful agri- 
cult uro would be Impossible. 

A knowledge of the birds that 
protect his crops is therefore as im- 
portant to the farmer a,s a know* 
ledge Of the Insect peStS that de- 
stiny them. Such knowledge Is the 

more important, because the rela 
fcion of birds to man's ini 

extremely oomplex, While it may 

bo said that the most of our 
birds are useful, then* are only a 
few of them that are always and 
everywhere useful, and that n< 

do harm. I nsoet ivorous birds, for 
Inatanoe, destiny, along with a vest 
number of harmful insects, some 

paraaltibaud predatory, which are 

among nature's most effective agents 
for* keeping destructive im- 
in oheck 1 , To the extent, then, that 
birds destroy useful parasitic in- 
sects, they are harmful ; but tak- 
ing tin* year round, the good they 
do by the destruction Of insects in- 
jurious to man's interests far out- 
»ts tin* little harm they i\o. It 

may said, too, that of the birds us- 
ually classed as noxious, then* are 

very few that do not poi 

deeming trans. 
Even the much despised Kuglieh 

Sparrow has Its part tO perform in 
protecting the agricultural interests 

of the United States. The Bureau 

of the Biological Survey has recent 
ly given much attention to this 

sparrow, It has collected them 

from all parts of the United Slates 
and made an examination of four 
thousand stomachs. The results 
snow that during tin* colder half of 
the year, the food of those birds 

consists almost entirely of seeds of 
weeda« 

Birds occupy a unt<)ue position 

among the enemies of Insects, 
since their power of flight enables 

them at short notice to get at points 
where then ibnOrmal insect 

outbreaks. An unusual abundance 

of grasshoppers, for Inatanoe, in a 

given locality, soon attracts the 



btrds from a wide area, and as a 
rule their visit ceases only when 
there are no grasshoppers left. 

The large amount of noxious 
seeds and insects that one bird will 
devour in the period of twelve 
hours is most surprising. A tree 
swallow's stomach, recently examin- 
ed, contained forty cinch bugs, and 
fragments of many others, besides 
ten other species of insects. The 
stomach of a bank swallow showed 
that it contained sixty -eight cotton 
boll weevils, one of the worst insect 
pests that ever invaded the United 
Staves. Thirty-five cliff swallows 
had devoured an average of eigh- 
teen boll-weevils each. Two 
stomachs of pine siskins from Hay- 
ward, Cat., contained nineteen 
black olive scales, and three bun 
dred plant lice. A killdeer's stom- 
ach, taken iu Texas, Contained over 
three hundroM larvae, A flicker's 
stomach contained twenty eight big 
giuba. A night hawk's stomach 
contained thirty four May beetles, 
the adult form of the White grub. 
Another nighthawk taken in this 
State had eaten twenty* four clover- 
leaf weevils, and three hundred 
and seventy five ants. Still an 
other nighthawk three hundred and 
forty grasshoppers, fifty-two bugs, 
three beetles, two wasps ami spider. 
A big tailed grackle taken in T 
had eaten in one meal about one 
hundred cotton boll weevils, besides 
a few othtr insects. A ring-neck 
pheasant, a bird which the State of 
New York is taking gieat Interest 
in propagating, showed upon 
examination of the crop that it 

contained eight thousand seeds of 

Chickweed, and dandelion bead. 
More than seventy two thousand 
Seeds have been found in a single 
dUOk'a stomach, taken in Louisiana. 
Therefore, a thorough knowledge 
Of tin* farmer's bird friends and 
enemies Is doubly important, that 
he may protect the kinds that earn 
protection by their service. The 
number of insect peats is, at all 

times, increasing by leaps and 
bound.* as soon as any natural re- 
straint is taken from them, so every 
effort should be made to augment 
the number of our useful birds, by 
protecting them from their enemies, 
by providing nesting material, and 
by furnishing them food in times of 
stress, especially in the winter. 
Pew are aware " of the difficulty 
often experienced by birds i ti pro- 
curing water for drinking and bath 
lag purposes. A constant supply 
of water near the faimhouse Will 
materially aid in attracting buds 
to the neighborhood, and keeping 
them there, at least until the time 
of migration. 

One of the worst foes of the 
native birds is the house cat. Pro- 
bably none of our native wild 
animals destroys so many birds on 
the farm as the common, predatory 
cat. If a person feels that cats are 
necessary, every effort should be 
made by carefully feeding and 

watohlng them to insure the 

of the birds. The cat without a 

home should be mercifully put out 

of the w 

Our native shrubs should be util- 
ized as far as possible, especially 
as many of them are not exceeded 
in beauty or interest by foreign 
plants. They ate very attraoth 
birds, as is the hedge, and untrain- 
ed bushes and tangled thick 
Plants and all ornamental shrubs 
Will attraot the native birds. 

The State of Now York, recogniz- 
ing the economic value of our feath- 
ered friends, has thrown a safe- 
guard around all species of birds, 
>pt t ho Kuglish sparrow, star 
ling, crow, hawks, crow-blackbird, 
snowy owl, groat homed owl ami 
king fisher, by foi bidding the 
killing at any time, and those which 
are known as. game birds, such as 
water fowl, pheasant, quail, par- 
tridge, etc,, can be taken only for 

certain very limited periods. 

Those who are Interested and fami- 
liar with the Importance of conserv- 
ing our bird life can do no better 
work than in educating the public 
to the necessity of protecting our 
insectivorous and weed iting

It is very well gotten up, neatly 
printed, and covers nearly two hun- 
dred pages, counting the half-tone 
embellishments. 

There are some points in the 
transactions recorded that are fair 
quarry for critical assault. Later 
on, if we deem it to be for the best 
interests of thcdeaf, we shall bring 
them forward. Where they hurt 
no one, and shatter no principle, 
they will be passed by. 

One point that must impress the 
careful reader is the immense 
amount of work done by Presi- 
dent Howard and Secretary Robert*. 
The book is good reading, and 
shows that among the deaf there 
are many clear-visioned men who 
think deeply and reason logically, 
and are strong on the altruistic 
principles advocated by that pre- 
eminent authority on the education 
of the deaf, Dr. Edward Miner 
laudet.

Regular bathing is one of the 
greatest boons to good health, be- 
cause bathing removes the dead 
particles ht skin, dirt and sweat 
and fatty secretions' These thintrs 
all interfere with the skin iu throw- 
ing off impurities. 

If a person is in good health the 
eold bath is one of the best tonics 
possible. Regularly followed it re- 
sults in robustness, a fine complex- 
ion aud a clear eye. 

Many people, however, cannot 
stand the shock of cold baths, and 
these people will find that a warm 
bath, followed by a shower that 
gradually cools off the body, will be 
of benefit. 

Warm baths are good if a person 
suffers from sleeplessness. After 
severe muscular exercise, warm 
baths are also good to relieve or 
prevent resulting soreness or stiff- 
ness! Care should be taken after I 
warm bath to keep from taking 
cold. 

Only the very strong should take 
real hot baths, for they aie weaken- 
ing, causing a severe depression of 
the circulation. If used at all, the 
hot bath should be taken just be- 
fore bedtime. It should not be 
taken immediately after eating. —

Long after you have entered the 
actual river, and have its bank 
north and south of you, if you are in 
midstream, you will still be ont 

sight of land— Such is is the breadth 
of the vast channel. The river 
stretches far into th** ocean, and far 
up the country. Take a map 
South America, aud look up a place 
called Iquitos. It lies four -fifths of 
the way across the continent from 
east to west. Yet from Iquios 
there is a fortnightly service of 
n-going steamers to Europe 
which descend some 3000 mih 
the liver before they reach the

Everything I have that reminds me 
of her goes through me lik 
spear!" How unworthy she was 
of such a passionate devotion was 
proved when, a few years after 
Keats' death, she wrote to a friend : 
41 The kindest act would be to let 
him rest forever iu the obscurity to 
which circumstances have condemn- 
ed him." 

Even Alexauder Pope, with all 
his grotesque deformity, was as 
vulnerable as any amorous Adonis 
of his day. He lost lis heart a 
dozen times to as many women — 
from Martha Blount, his boyhood's 
sweetheart, to Lady Mary Wortley 
Montagu, until that vixenish beauty 
once referred to him as that 
" baboon." 

David Hume made one, and only 
one, offei of marriage, and resigned 
himself to a life of bachelordom, 
when it was rejected. Gibbon 
would have found happiness in 
Susanna Curchod, a childly and 
gifted Swiss girl, if his autocratic 
father had not frowned on the 
match. 

And Buckie might have been a 
Benedict, had he thought wedded 
life possible on a paltry 3000 pounds 
a year.

Dlckent** Advice la Hie Son. 

Charles Dickens wrote the follow- 
ing letter to his youngest son on 
the occasion of his leaving home in 
September t 1868, to join his brother 
in Australia. 

" I write this note to-day because 
your going away is much upon my 
mind, and because I want you to 
Have parting words from me to 
think of now and then at quiet 
times. I need not tell you that I 
love you dearly and am very, very 
sorry in my heart to part with you. 
But this life is half made up of 
partings, and these pains must be 
bore. It is my comfort and most 
sincere conviction that you are 
to try life for which you are best 
fitted, I think its freedom and 
wildnees more suited to you than 
any experiment iu a study or office 
would have been ; and without that 
training you could have followed no 
other suitable occupation. What 
you have always wanted until now 
has been a set, steady, constant 
purpose. I therefore exhort you to 
vote in a thorough determina- 
tion to do whatever vou have to do 
as well as yon can do it. I was not 
so old as you are now when I first 
had to win my food, and to do it 
out of this determination ; I have 
never slackened in it since. Never 
take a mean advantage of anyone in 
any transaction, and never be hard 
upon people who are iu your power. 
Try to do to Others i would 

have them to do to you, aud do not 
be discouraged if* they fail some 
times, ft is much better for you 
that they should fail in obeying the 
greatest rule laid down by our 
Saviour than that you should. I 
put a New Testament among your 
books for the very same reason and 
with the same hopes that made me 
write an easy account of it for you 
when you were a little child. Be- 
Bangs it is the best book that ever 
<»r will be known in the world ; 
and because it teaches you the best 
os by which any human crea- 
ture, who Hies to be truthful and 
faithful to^duty, can possibly be 
guided. As your brothers fiave 
gone away, one by one, I have 
written such words as 1 am now 
Writing to yoUt and have entreated 
them all to guide themselves by this 
Book, putting aside the inter- 
pretations and inventions of man. 
You will remember that you have 
r at home been harassed about 
religious observances or mere 
formalities. I t have always been 
anxious not to weary my children 
with such things net ore they are 
old enough to form opinions respect- 
ing them. You will therefore un- 
derstand the better that I now most 
solemnly impress upon you the 
truth aud beauty of the Christian 
religion as it came from Christ 
himself, and the impossibility of 
your going far wrong if you humbly, 
bat heartily, respect, it. Only one 
thing more on this head. The more 
we are in earnest as to feeling it, 
the less we are disponed to hold 
forth about it. Never abandon the 
wholesome practice of saying your 
own private prayers night and 
mot n ing I have never abandoned 
it myself, and I kuow the comfort 
of it. 1 hope you will always be 
able to say iu after life that you 
had a kind father. You can not 
show your affection for him so well, 
or make him so happy, as by doing 
your duty."— Oregon* Outlook.
